Mr. Bennett's surrender went to 
the point where he agreed that gov- 
ernment participation in the pro- 
posed bank would be limited to 10 
per cent of the shares rather than 
the 25 per cent. authorized by the 
provincial legislature which would 
have given effective control. He 
went even further and admitted he 
would be willing to accept “maybe 
even less than five per cent.” But 
he insisted that the government 
would have to be allowed to buy 
some shares. 

It is difficult to understand this 
insistence on the government being 
a shareholder to ey in an 
enterprise of this . If a new 
chartered bank is as desirable for 
British Columbia as the premier 
claims, and ig as desired by the 
people of the province as ardently 
as the 12,505-name petition shown 
by Mr. Bennett attests, then there 
should be no need for the govern- 
ment to put capital into ‘it. If Mr. 
Bennett will be satisfied with less 
than five per cent of the shares then 
his statement that “we want to 
make sure no little group gets con- 
trol of this bank and amalgamates 
it with another” is not reasonable. 
The government would be powerless 
to prevent such a move with such a 
small share of the stock. 

There is, on the other hand, a

The present attempt at finding solu- 
tions is to build expensive and often un- 
sightly, through-ways, turnpikes, park- 
ades, ete., and of course; raise taxes.

It is the development of cheaper, more 
convenient and more rapid forms of pub- 
lic transit: a transit system that would 
attract people to leave their cars at home 
more often and instead, to give greater 
use to more attractive, more convenient 
and more economical public transit.

For the distinction between private 
violence and public force is the central 

ot a civilized society. 

It has been a long, and as yet uncom- 


pleted, struggle to extend the reign of law. 
In the course of it civilized men have 
sought, and in a certain measure they 
have succeeded, in’ establishing a para- 
mount rule: that no individual or society 
of individuals-may decide for themselves 
that the defence of liberty and. the pursuit 
of justice require them to go to war or 
to commit violence.

The method was developed 
by Dr. Joseph Moody of El- 
lioct Lake, a small uranium- 
mining community’ in North 
em Ontario. He enlisted the’ 
ald of Prof. Rithard H. Tom- 
linson of McMaster Univer- 
sity, Haniilton, Ont., health 
physicist at the ‘university's 
nuclear establishment. 

Tiny quantities of radioac- 
tive cobalt—from two to 10 
miorecuries—are used to tag 
surgical sponges. A combina~ 
tion of radioactive cobalt and 
aluminum is incorporated in 
the rivets of surgical clamps. 

The tell-tale radioactive sig- 
nals. from the surgical equip- 
ment can be picked up at all 
times by a standard radiation- 
detection instryment known 
as a scintillation counter. 

“This technique,” Dr. 
Moody told a correspondent 
for the medical newspaper, 
“will not only safeguard 
against instruments forgotten 
in the patient but can be 
applied in other ways." 

“For example, the tip of a 
radioactive needle that frag- 
ments against a bone can be 
spotted, and instruments: oth- 
erwise lost or misplaced could 
be located.” 

Still under study is the pos- 
sibility of hazard to operating- 
room teams from repeated 
handling of radio active in- 
struments.

Red Cross Stalwart 


Still. Pushing at 93 


By MARGE GILROY 

Mrs. Beatrice Dawson- 

Thomas is pushing 94 and still 

pushing a carpenter's plane. 

In fact she has been pushing 

all her life, and still shows no 

sign of stopping. 

It began in England in 1910 
| when she joined the voluntary 
aid department (VAD) of the 
Red Cross. Although not a 

trained nurse, she has been 
nursing since she was 15. 

After she completed her edu- 
cation in Switzerland and 
France, she took off for Africa 
with her sick mother. When 
she returned to England she 
had passed the 22 age limit 
then set for student nurses. 
IN FIRST WAR 

Her training was on the 
practical side, until she joined 
up as a VAD and started 
studlying the first aid and home 
nursing she was to practice 
throughout the war. 

From 1911 until war broke 
out Mrs, Dawson-Thomas was 
in charge of a group of VAD's 
who practiced every fortnight 
in a Somerset stable and 
saddle room, 

Then, when war was de- 
clared she took over Lloyd's 
Bank in Mineshead, Somer- 
set, and before long was oper- 
ating, a 150-bed hospital. 

She was the commandant as 
her .own detachment called 
her, or the matron-in-charge, 
a title preferred by the mili- 
tary. 

“As the commandant I had 
to wear white kid gloves on 
duty, and at six shillings a 
pair that was expensive. I 

~ used to wear out a pair a 
month,” said the retired ma- 
tron. : 

For nearly five years she 
ran the hospital staffed with 
three trained nurses, three 
masseurs and 64 VAD's. Not 
a shilling was she ever paid, 

__and the only holiday was when 
she broke out with chicken 
Pox.
